Diversity: no progress 
in 30 years ? 


“.. [Your's is] not a profession that has distinguished 
itself by your social and civic contributions to the cause 
of civil rights...you are most distinguished by your thun- 
derous silence and your complete irrelevance...” 


These were the words, and not the most damning 
words, of Whitney M. Young Jr., then executive 
director of the National Urban League, when he 
addressed the AIA Convention in 1968. 


Young's ‘call to action’ to American architects in 
1968 was recalled recently at a national summit on 
diversity in the profession in Washington. Organized 
by the AIA and the National Organization of 
Minority Architects, this national gathering brought 
together practitioners and academic leaders across the 
country to focus on the stunning lack of growth in 
the numbers of minority architects actually practicing 
the profession since Young challenged the AIA to 
address a lack of diversity in the profession 30 years 
ago. 


The Boston architectural community was represented 
at this national summit by Ted Landsmark, Assoc. 
AIA, a member of the BSA Board of Directors and 
president of the Boston Architectural Center. 
Landsmark reported to the BSA Board of Directors 
in September that, although little could be accom- 
plished in a one-day summit, there were signs of 
hope. And, as in most human activities, the message 
was to think globally but act locally and Landsmark 
challenged the architectural community and the BSA 
to: 


A find ways to use the BSA’s urban location and 
urban-design agenda to engage middle- and high- 
school students and raise their awareness of 
design career opportunities 


A find ways to find partnerships with other organi- 
zations and associations to expose Boston-area 
youth to the power of design 


A encourage Latino, African-American and other 
architects to become leaders of the profession and 
mentors for the next generation of leaders 


A publish and promote the work of minority archi- 
tects 


& recognize and publicize the work of those design 
professionals who choose to pursue non-tradi- 
tional design careers 


Landsmark also told the BSA Board of Directors that 
he sensed an unusual level of commitment from 
national AIA president John Anderson FAIA to pur- 
sue genuine diversity in the profession by devoting 
himself to this issue in the coming year.

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Assoc. AIA 
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Is ethical architecture good 
architecture? 


Everybody knows that the engineering profession is 
pledged to public safety, the medical profession to 
health, and the legal profession to justice. Few people, 
not even architects, know what moral purpose unites 
the architecture profession. This is not just an over- 
sight or poor marketing but a persistent and funda- 
mental difference in the disciplines that throws archi- 
tecture's claim to professional status into question. 


State-licensed professions bring with them all sorts of 
onerous duties — duties to community, to client, to 
colleagues, and to the discipline itself. How can 
architecture, defined as the art of building, be any 
good if hamstrung by so many ethical duties? 


Harry Cobb FAIA once wrote that "...the only 
absolute duty imposed on a work of art is that of 
being undutiful." That is to say that art must have 
the freedom to unleash itself from the forces that cre- 
ate it if it is to maintain its transcendent vantage 
point. Art in the docile service of these forces simply 
degenerates into advertising or propaganda. 


Most buildings today, in fact, quite clearly appear to 
be the docile servants of their owners. By definition, 
then, these buildings are just buildings, not art, and 
therefore not architecture; yet professional architects 
designed them. Perhaps this is precisely the problem. 
Professionals at the hands of powerful clients can be 
easily swayed to put their duties to clients before all 
their other duties. Artists (and usually their patrons), 
on the other hand, know instinctively that these 
kinds of constraints are the death of art. 


Unfortunately, though, the art/profession dichotomy 
seems not so tidy in the case of architecture. Unlike. 
say, the art of sound (music), the art of building 
employs a medium that people use for something 
vital to survival: shelter. And usefulness brings back 
all the duties to human service that art must escape. 


However, though you need shelter to make architec- 
ture, you don't need architecture to make shelter. 
You do need engineering to make shelter of a certain 
size or complexity and, currently, architects do play a 
crucial, coordinating role with respect to code com- 
pliance and systems compatibility. But one can easily 
imagine some sort of coordinating engineer, or for 
that matter a computer program, that could handle 
these issues. 


So if, as it seems, society is content to have mostly 
good buildings and only rarely architecture, why not 
leave buildings to some sort of professional building 
engineer whose sworn duty to safety would produce 
durable, functional shelter? Then we could leave the 
rare, artful buildings to the architect, who would not 
need to be encumbered by such professional duties 


and therefore would be free to create good architec- 
ture. Anything else amounts to legislating art, which 
is even worse for it than ethics. 


Disagree? Join the debate on these and other ethics 
issues with co-chair Brad Walker AIA and me and get 
free pizza too at the next Ethics Forum at 6:00 pm 
on December 6 at the BSA.

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Design, children and ethics 
are on the agenda 


BSA president Robert Brown IIDA, AIA reports regular- 
ly in this column on the actions of the BSA Board of 
Directors. 


At recent monthly meetings of the Board, we have 
been addressing issues such as these: 


A Our obligation as a profession to contribute to a 
high level of public discussion of design led the 
Board in recent months to focus on high-profile 
projects such as the new convention center in Boston 
and the imminent design of the land over the 
Central Artery. Board discussion has focused on ways 
in which architects and the BSA in general can 
ensure that design is not neglected in efforts to meet 
tight project schedules and constrained budgets on 
major projects such as these. The Board is working 
with a broad range of public officials and allies in the 
industry to help make projects such as these as won- 
derful as they should be for our city today and for 
the next generation. 


A Minority architects and the failure of our profes- 
sion to increase significantly the diversity of archi- 
tects in the U.S. was at the heart of a recent Board 
discussion led by Ted Landsmark, Assoc. AIA; a 


report on that discussion appears on p.6. 


A Teaching ethics in architecture schools was the 
subject of a discussion led by Board member Sharon 
Matthews AIA, the BSA’s Commissioner of 
Education & Research. Matthews focused on the 
importance of incorporating practice-based experi- 
ences in architecture school, the importance of teach- 
ing ethics and sharing ethics-related case studies, the 
need for the BSA to take a leadership role in promot- 
ing awareness and discussion of ethics in the indus- 
try, and the critical role practitioners and educators 
must play as mentors for young designers making the 
student-to-practitioner transition. Matthews also sug- 
gested the need for a regular column on ethics in the 
BSA ChapterLetter, a suggestion that was imple- 
mented in last month's issue and continues this 
month on p. 7. 


A The profession’s responsibility to our communi- 
ties was highlighted in a recent Board exploration of 
the work of BSA committees focusing on housing, 
homelessness, indoor air quality, environmental 
responsibility and sustainable design, and the educa- 
tion of children. This discussion, led by Board mem- 
ber Cammie Henderson AIA, included an excellent 
summary by Henderson of the activities and critical 
significance of the work of these several BSA commit- 
tees. In a related Board discussion, YouthVisions 
Committee co-chairs Polly Carpenter AIA and Andrea 
Spadafora AIA described to the Board programs it 
administers such as KidsBuild, Learning By Design in 


Massachusetts, the BSA’s Annual Career Day for 
high-school students in October, job-shadowing pro- 
grams for youngsters, and a good deal more. For more 
information on the work of any of these committees, 
write Henderson at henderson @elkus-manfredi.com. 


A Human resources was the focus of another Board 
discussion led by Lennie Murphy, the Payette 
Associates human-resources director who chairs the 
BSA’s Human Resources Wizards lunch group. 
Murphy described the range of issues — compensa- 
tion, benefits, recruiting, training, hiring and firing, 
etc. — addressed each month by those responsible 
for human resources management in deisgn firms.

We sat in horror as the first tower fell from the sky, then within 
the hour its sister also succumbed to a ferocious blast.

Many a civilization is built on the foundations of our forbears. To 
build on such foundations is to rise again with new vision and 
strength of purpose. Our ability to create built symbols for our 
culture where we live, learn and work, rejoice and reflect, must 
continue as our highest mission as design professionals, 


For the many who lost colleagues and friends in this tragic event,

let our larger community console you with our thoughts and

prayers. Let us also share our resources to help rebuild and relieve 
the burden of this loss. 


As we refocus on our normal routines, let us continue our effort to 
bring out what is best, what is beautiful, what is functional and 
what is safe for our clients, our communities and our nation. 


As the need for emergency aid in New York City and Washington 
grows, the desire of all of us to respond in some useful way 
intensifies. Most of us no doubt have noted the newspaper and e- 
mail lists of organizations such as the Red Cross and The Salvation 
Army that are collecting donations of money, clothing, food, 
medical supplies and other resources.
